One of Blondin’s most applanded
feats was making an omelet white bal:
anelng on his rope at a dizey height.

On reaching the
glgantic gilded statue of 8t Michael,
which then stood on the summit, they
proceeded to cook thelr dinver, which
they ate with great gusto, much to the
amazement of the onlookers, whose
health they dreank at the conclusion of
the feast,

In the tower of Erfurt cathedral
hangs a huge bell ten feet high snd
thirty feet In circumference, welghing
thirteen tons, Within this in July,
17135, dined ten of the town's most op-
ulent burghers on dishes cooked In a
kitchen temporarily erected on the
beam that supported the ponderous
mass of tintinnabulary metal.
